REPORT OF OXFORD COUNTY FORESTS FOR 1949 


On the Zenda Forest, planting operations were carried out 
both in the spring and fall. There was good weather for planting 
in the fall, so in order to leave us free to work on the Banner Forest 
in the spring of 1950, much of the area on the Zenda property was 
planted. In the spring planting, 2,400 Red Pine were planted by four 
schools entered in the school forestry competition. Cost of plough- 
ing was $10.00. 


15,700 trees were planted by machine in the fall, at a cost of 
$39.98. This does not include tractor hire, as a Department tractor 
was used, for which I have not yet received the cost figures. Species 
planted were White, Red and Scotch Pine. 


The old earth dam across the small creek below the springs 
was rebuilt, using our Department bulldozer. : This has created a 


small pond which stores water for fire protection purposes. 


Trees were marked for cutting on the largest area of woodlot 
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on the forest. This isa thinning and improvement cutting, aimed _ 
not at making money, but at improving the bush. 


On the Embro Forest, 5,000 Red and Scotch Pine, and white — 
ash were planted by hand at a cost of $55.00. Repairs were necessary 
on fences, costing $3.44. The road fences on the north and west side 
have been removed improving the looks of the property. 


On the Hall Forest, 3,500 Red and Scotch Pine were planted by 
hand at a cost of $65.91. The greatest percentage of this cost is for 
planting. The sod was very tough, and scattered willows made it 
very difficult to plough. Fence repairs were made, costing $10.76. © 
A stump fence in the middle of the property was sold for $15.00. 


On the Lakeside Forest, 5,000 Red Pine and Norway Spruce 
were planted by hand at a cost of $55.00. In the wooded section of 
this property, trees have been marked for thinning and improve- : 
mennt cutting. These will be cut this winter. | 


Survival of trees on all forests is very good, and some forests — 
are really beginning to show up. Signs were erected on the Hall, 
Chesney and Zenda Forests. These signs tell that the area is an 
Oxford County Forest, and give the name of the Tract. Fireguards 
were cultivated on all forests. |

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Five schools entered the School Forestry Competition, and 
planted one-half acre of trees each. Unfortunately, only three 
finished the work and took oe quiz. 


Next Spring, about 60 acres on the Banner Forest in North 
Oxford will be planted by machine. In preparation for this, 
cross fences were removed in the fall of 1949. | 


I would like to congratulate Oxford County Council on increas- 
ing their holdings of land in County Forests. Your efforts in es- 
tablishing reforestation areas are bringing many favourable com- 
ments from people in the country. There is another important job 
that each councillor can do. ‘Try to stir up interest in reforestation 
and woodlots in your home ridings. Only by getting the public 
actively interested’can proper woodlot management and reforestat- 
ion of waste areas be intelligently carried out, to the advantage of

I beg to submit herewith my annual report upon the Health 
and sanitary conditions of the municipalities for the year ending 
December 31st, 1949. 


My first duty is to express my sincere thanks to the head of 
the municipality and the Council; to the Chairman and Members 
of the Local Board of Health; to the members of the Staff; and to 
all who have contributed, either individually or through their or- 
ganizations, to the progress of public health in our community dur- 
ing the year. 


Summary of the Year’s Work 


I wish to outline in general terms the principal achievements 
during the past year and the plans for future effort. I shall also

Communicable Diseases—During the first six months of the, 
year, our County was almost free of infectious diseases. However, © 
during the last six months, measles, chickenpox and mumps have 
occurred in epidemic form. There is no immunization for these 
diseases, reporting is very poor and not a great deal can be done by 
the Health Unit to lower the incidence of these three diseases. No 
cases of diptheria, typhoid fever, meningitis or undulent fever were 
reported during the year. Only 19 cases of scarlet fever were 
reported, immunization being carried on against this disease in 
this Unit. Although poliomyelitis occurred in the County, it 
seemed to be of a mild form and no deaths or permanent deformity 
were reported. 

Immunization is routine for smallpox, diptheria, whooping 
cough, scarlet fever and tetanus. 


Uunfortunately, due to a change in the Vital Statistics Act, it 
has been impossible to obtain a complete picture of the infant birth 
or death rate. We cannot comment on it other than to say that — 
it is our impression that the infant mortality rate is close to last 
year’s igure, which was fairly low. We hope the Vital Statistics 
Act 1s again amended so that registrations of births and Sues may 
be obtained by this office. 


Our Tuberculosis program has been intensified and 12 new 
cases have been discovered during the year. There have been 3 
deaths, 11 cases have been discharged from Sanatoriums during 
1949 while 10 cases from Oxford County were in Sanitoriums as of | 
January Ist, 1950. Nearly 5,000 children were patch-tested for 


tuberculosis and all paviave reactors with family contacts have | 
been x-rayed 


The Red Cross continues to finance dental work and-tonsilect-. 
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omies in needy children. 


‘The educational pragram for food handlers is carried on with 
all food handlers medically examined. As a further protection to 
the public, it is planned to x-ray all foodhandlers in 1950. 


Much use has been made of and further use planned for the 
audiometer presented to the Unit by the local Optimist Club.

There were 3,369 visits made of which 356 were éomplaints, 
712 water samples collected for analysis, 801 raw and pasteurized 
milk samples collected for analysis; 553 visits were made to food 
establishments, slaughter houses, locker plants, masse tourist 
refreshment service, dairies, etc. 


There are 88 eating establishments in the County. 29 of these 
have been granted the Unit’s Seal of Approval; these seals are

placed on the front door of the establishment and are awarded when — : 


the establishment complies fully with the Eating Establishment 


Regulations passed under the Public Health Act, which came into 


full effect on. ey Ist, 1950. It would take too much epaog: here i 
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to give a complete account of the improvements in restaurants in 
the County over the past year. Proprietors are accepting more 
and the more responsibility they have to the public in keeping their 
place sanitary, and storing food so that it is protected from con- 
taminating influences. Our practice has been an educational 
one, to outline a program of improvement for all. By this method, 
the better restaurants will keep their standards up, and the others, 
it is estimated will be operating with the required equipment before 
the end of the year. 


251 food handlers were medically examined during the year for 
_ the purpose of revealing communicable diseases which are known 
to be spread by food if infected. . Such examinations have a great 
moral and educational value, and the management has more con- 
fidence in the employee. There is also more protection for the 
public. 


There were 1,532 articles mailed which included water and 
milk reports, school reports, septic tank construction and instal- 
lation, the sterilization of wells, the protection of water supplies 
from contamination, regulations to plumbers and information to 
restaurants. > 


The Village of Otterville completed the installation of a new 
water system and constructed a swimming pool. The Village of 
Embro has undertaken to instal a public water system. Almost half 
of this work is completed. The Village of Bright expects to have 
a public water system before the end of 1950, as does the Village of 
Drumbo. Information was given to these Villages at public meet- 
ings, and when requested. A. swimming pool was installed in Till- 
sonburg. Congratulations to these municipalities for this fine 
work. ; 


The pollution of waterways is still.a problem.: The seriousness 
of this can not be estimated in damage to the health of humans, 
apart from its effect on wild life (the fish we eat), and the domestic 
animals. Domestic and industrial sewage are causing varying de- 
grees of pollution in mny of our streams and rivers. 


/ 
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Garbage Disposal—some municipalities have designated places 
where the population can dispose of rubbish and garbage at.a safe 
distance from habitation. Such action is commendable.

Gentlemen: As the Librarian of the Oxford County ne 
Co-operative, I have the privilege to present a report of our 1949 
accomplishments. ae 


This, as you know, has been a year of reordanieatias for the 
Library Co-operative and has resulted in the appointment of a 
full time librarian, and in the establishment and equipping of a — 
new office. It has, also, seen the beginning of the distribution of — 


books to the libraries, rather than the exchanges being made by. ; 


local boards. 


Membership in the County Library Co-operative is now com- 
posed of 17 libraries and a deposit station. The libraries of Harring- 
ton, Tavistock and Tillsonburg, and the deposit station at Bright | 
received books for the first time in the fall of 1949. ,

On the advice of Mr. Mowat, the Director of Library Services | 
for Ontario, the librarian visited several county libraries, and Hass" 
attended library conferences, one as the guest of the Department of 
Education. These visits were most helpful in organizing and 
planning systems for our egany library. : 


We have added 928 books this year, biinemie our total Pack, 
to 2,511. Of these 1,832 are now in use throughout the county. You 
will see that in order to increase our service to cover the whole 
county, it will be necessary to enlarge our book collection consider- ! 
ably. ! i ‘ 


Since ottr book units had been travelling to the libraries j invales: 
phabetical order, it was necessary to rearrange the system. for 


distribution by car. The books were called in for the ‘summer “i 


months, the units were reorganized, and a new duplicate _ card. 
system was begun to faciliate checking the books and ere a 
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record in the county office of the whereabouts of each book in case 
in should be required for a BOER purpose. 


The circulation for the year was 9,600. The eh arawal of 
the books for 3 months and the mact that no new books were purch- 
ased in the early part of the year make comparison with 1948 rather 
unfair, but in spite of the fact that the 1949 report is for only three 
quarters of the year, there is an increase of 1,226, and it is encourag- 
ing to know that there was an increase of 1,570 juvenile books and 
290 non-fiction books read. 


I have answered some 32 requests for special books which came 
from local librarians and individuals. 


_. When requested, I have tried to give aid to the librarians, and 
have made 10 special trips to libraries to assist with book selection, 
classification, weeding out book stocks and other library problems. 
We held a workshop for librarians in October with an attendance of 
15. Library problems were discussed and our guest speaker was 
Miss Gray of the Middlesex County Library. The opinion was 
voiced by the librarians that the workshop was very WOT 
and we hope to make it an annual event. : 


The People of the county are not all familiar with library ser- 
_vice, and advertising seems important. For this purpose, we have 
arranged articles and pictures for the newspapers and prepared a 
questionnaire which was sent to Women’s Institutes and Farm 
Forums through the kindness of Mr. Benton. I have, too, given 
talks on books and the library at several meetings and since Oc- 
tober, I have been giving short weekly talks over CKOX. 


JI have begun work on a card catalogue of our books. In former 
years a single card index of the books seemed adequate, but a sub- 
ject entry for our books, as well as a title entry, will increase their 
usefulness. 


In considering plans for the future the scope seems limitless. We 
might hum it up by saying we should have the means of supplying 
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reference assistance and shelf of books within the reach of anyone : 
in the county who wish it. This will take time, money, and as 
time goes on a larger staff and a book van. | 


In 1950, I hope we may be able to start service to the schools — 
who wish it. I understand there are some waiting for us. It is 
an important phase of library work. Iwould like to include the ex- — 
pansion of our service to some communities where there are no 
libraries. 


I would like to express my appreciation of the support given 
to me by the members of the County Library Board, and would 
mention in particular, the help of Miss Betty Crawford, in rear- 
ranging the book units and on many other occasions, and also, the 
very generous and valuable advice and assistance of ‘Mr. L.K. Coles, 
who has played an important part in our organization. 


I think the County Council in assuming the responsibility of 
the Oxford County Library Co-operative is to be highly commend- 
ed. | It is a project which can be of educational value, as well as 
give pleasure to all people of the county.

Ist. Most of the County has been formed into High and Con- 
tinuation School Districts and tuition costs for these resident pupils 
are not paid through the County Rates. The pupils from the entire 
Township of Blenheim, except the Continuation School Area of 
Plattsville, ate classed as County pupils. The pupils from a small 
portion of Dereham Township, not included in their Continuation 
School Area, are also classed as County pupils.

The average cost per County pupil day is 55.9362c as compared 
to 52.0358c last year. 


There is a great difference in County pupil per diem cost. It 
ranges from 5.8835c for Norwich High School to 114.4189c for New 
Dundee Continuation School.
